ditioning agent in mixing organic

The process consists of a cooker, 
drier and = grinder, Feathers are 
cooked under pressure in saturated 
steam at a temperature of 287 to 
| 307 degrees F, To obtain uniform 
heating, the feathers are agitated 
during cooking. 

After cooking for 30 to 60 minutes, 
the steam is exhausted and the 
feathers transfered to drying equip. 
ment where the moisture content is 
reduced to eight or ten per cent, 
The dry, friable material is then 
easily ground to produce a meal or 
powder suitable foi packaging in 
such containers as multiwall paper 
bags,

Passers-by 
often surmise that probably the 
man who built it went broke, but 
not Sam Miller. 


Sam lett his home in Bruce Coun- 
ty, Ont., in 1903 with $70 in his 
he had just about the ten dollars he 
needed for a homestead filing fee. 
He walked the 70 miles from Saska- 
toon to his homestead. 


Sam built the house in 1917 for. 
$16,000, at a time when lumber was 
$20 a thousand feet. Today the price 
/is well over $100, Once the house 
was finished, he had no trouble 
housing his five children and half 
a dozen hired men. 

During the depression of the '30s, 
Sam saved the day by raising live- 
stock, He shipped as many as two 
or three carloads a year and came 
/out of the depression still on top. 

To each of his children, Sam gave 
a half-section of land to start them 
out, 

“I’m not quite sure, but I think 

I still have about 30 quarters left.” 

, He admits a certain amount of 
luck, as well as hard work, through 
the years. He recalls the time he 
bought out a neighbour's quarter- 
section, The neighbor wanted $20 
an acre, 


“You mean $20 an acre with the} 


crop on it?” said Sam, 

The two men went to a nearby | 
town Where Sam_ borrowed $250 | 
from the bank for a down payment. 


The rest was to be paid off in in- 


stalments, 

“Do you know why 
that quarter with the crop on it?’ 
asked the neighbor. 

“Well the Indians say there is not 
going to be any crop this year.” 

That fall Sam threshed wheat 
that yielded 35 bushels to the acre 
and oats went to 100 bushels an 
acre, 

“I paid for the quarter the first 
year,” he recalled,
